DUMAS Fils ON DIVORCE, 


The Great French (Luthor asa Social Re- 
former and Uheoloxical Disputant. 
{Paris Corresno ideace New York World, ] 

Alexander the Gr ater—L mean, of course, 
Dumas He- Hus ocodaced his book on the Di- 
yorce,question. 6 ®t» to have been a mere 
letter written to tie Figaro, but it took larger 
proportions, The author adds one more to 
the list of prommen men who have made a 
propouncen ent on this subject, and who are 
now, asthe writers of petitions say, almost 
100 Lumerous tv mention. His book is a re- 
ply tothe Aube Vidicu, who declared against 
divorce, asin duty bouad, The Pere Didon 
is another champion of the Church on the 
same side, He proached against divoree for 
weeks at the Church of St. Philippe du Roule, 
uptii he was stopped vy authority. He filled 
the church to suflocathoun Sunday after Sun- 
dav, but his very success alarmed his ecclesi- 
astical superiors. They thought he was en- 
tering into competition with the purveyors of 
sensationalism for the journals. Opp dsed to 
these champions of the Church is M. N squet, 
the Radice! Deputy, and the Peter tae II- rmit 
of the Crusade of Divorce. M. Naquet not 
only advocates divorce in the Caamver, but 
he writes about it in the papers; and he nas 
started a kind of bureau of constitutional ag- 
itation for this reform. 

Thus divorce is being prepared for the 
Chamber by discussion in the press. This is 
new to modern Frech practice. The old rule 
was to initiate reforms in the Legislature. 
Now the public mind is being vigorously stir 
red on both sides, aud good must come of 1:— 
to the public mind it nut to the institution of 
marriage. It is felt that whoever cin evoke 
the greatest amount of sympathy outside the 
Chamber will have command of the greatest 
number of votes within. In this point of view 
I think the Church was particularly ill-advised 
in stopping Pere Didon’s mouth. Naquet has 
it now all his own way. 

The book of Dumas may be considered a 
super fluity in so far as it contributes to the 
argumentative part of an over-argued ques- 
tion; but it is none the less welcome as a pro- 
duction of this admired writer. It was felt 
that he ought not to be out of such a good 
thing. Ile is a sort of higher Hepworth 
Dixon io France, witha strongly developed 
taste for those topics which lie on the border- 
land of deticacy, not of decency. Divoree and 
the marriage law would be sure to be too much 
for his self-control. What would he find to 
say? 

We may learn from the volume which Cal- 
man Levy publishes to-day. This exutbits the 
Protean Dumas in a twofold character—as the 
social reformer and the theological disputaat, 
his book being an answer to the Abbe Vidieu, 
and be meets him on theological grounds. 
The Abbe, it should be said in parentheses, has 
perhaps shown high stratezical qualities in take 
ing this ground, for others are full of dient 
ties, Looking at the state of France as a 
mere layman, one is tempted to sty that mar- 
riage is very decidedly on its trial. Mosc of 
its apolowists feel this, and wi-ely relv on the 
absolute prohibition of the church. The mo- 
ment they-condescend to give reasons they 
begin to lose points in the game. Paus the 
Abbe Vidieu, in order to begin atthe bein- 
ning, represents the institution of marrlage as 
having tts origin in the Garden of Eden, and 
he gives a glowing accountof the domestic 
felicity of the first psir. What do vou Know 
about it? says Dumas, or to quote him textu- 
ally: ‘I will take no notice og vour very po- 
etical description of what passed in Eden, for 
you cannot have found materials for it aay- 
where but in your own imagination.“ 

Divorce, as Dumas tells us, was established 
by the revolution and abolished by the rei- 
gious party on its recovery of power under 
Napoleon I. Mr. Naquet has simp!y propos- 
ed to revert to revolutionary levisiation oa 
the subject, with certain maodifications. As 
the law now stands marriage in France is 
dissolvable only by death. This is a limit d 
allowance of chances for suffering pairs, and 
Naquet would accordingly enlarge it by le- 
galizing divorce. He would establish a ticle 
to that relief in the mutual consent of both 

yarties, or even inthe will of one. In tunis 
atter case the party desimng it is not vound 
to state reasons. Where stated these must 
refer either to infidelity, cruelty, madness, 
desertion, neglect, incurable maladies, crimes 
which have been subjected to legal penalcies 
involving infamy, or intemperance 
where it has endured as à habit 
for two years. The man and the 
woman are to be placed on an absolutely equal 
footing—an improvement oa the earliee legis- 
lation, where the man had advantages in tue 
sbape of certain refinements of the luxury of 
grievance, This project of law 
—for it 18 at present 4 no more— 
is the central point around which for 
the past two veirs the battle of discussion 
has raged in France. I: is this waich 
the Abbe Vidleu has attacked, as 
it is the attack of the Abbe Vidieu 
which bas provoked the present reply. Du- 
mas’ main contention is that some reform is 
wanted, because at present the suffering party 
to the marriage contract is practically without 
remedy. The law is powerless; it does not 
even pretend to punish, inuch less to give re- 
lief. Now, in earlicr times there was notonly 
a pretense of punishment but something 
more. The wrong might have been irrepara- 
ble, but it was not allowed to go unavenged. 
The Jews stoned the guilty party to death; 
the Locrians put out their eyes; our good 
forefathers, the Saxons, burned one—:he 
lady—and hanged the other—her accomplice. 
The Peruvians, when Pizarro found them, 
killed not only the guilty woman, but her fa- 
ther, her mother, her children, her brothers, 
and even confiscated her house and cattle. 
We do not hear what they did to the man. 
Modern societies have outgrown these 
barbarisms ; the French law for- 
bids revenge, but it has nothing to offer in 
place of it. As a consequence French people 
marry less and less. Statistics, says Dumas, 
show a most alarming falling off in the num- 
ber of marriages. In 1873 they diminished 
by 31,516; in 1874 by 18,125, and from year to 

ear since there has been a falling off. This 
ndicates no increase in the number of irrez- 
ular unions, for births have diminished in 
like manner. What is the cause of it? Some 
say the growing luxury of women. That is 
something, but it is not all. The fact is we 
live in an epoch in which all our institutions 
are being passed under review and tried oa 
their merits. understand the grief of men 
like you, M. l’Abbe, who represent and very 
sincerely defend these institutions, but pray 
convinee yourself that nothing will stop the 
movement which humanity has begun outside 
traditional paths. 

Dumas then makes a startling charge 
against the clericals. They have simply ap- 
propriated to their own use the benefit of di- 
vorce which they deny to civil society. The 
revolution abolished the perpetuity of priest- 
ly vows; italso abolished the perpetuity of 
the marriage vow. When the priests recov- 
ered power under Napoleon they restored the 


2 of the marriage vow, but preserved 
the 


r own newly acquired freedom. Any priest 
in France is free to leave his order. Hence, 
says Dumas, the facility with which Pere 
Hyacinthe divorced himself from his mystic 
bride, the church, and took a bride of flesh 
and blood. „ou, in fact, gentlemen, have 
divorce, and we have not.’’ 

There is another striking passage—in answer 
he abbe’s rash assertion that the Protest- 
d other peoples among whom divores 

' are societies in a state of 
‘Vhat about the Germans, then? asks 

low came they with their corrup- 
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tion to overcome our strength and rob us of 
twe provinces? What abaut the Haglish. 
who send out army after army to defend their 
empire in the most distant lands? What about 
the Americans, who fought out their great 
civil war with unexampled patriotism and 
abounding strengthy What about the Rus- 
sians, who have grappled so victorioasly with 
the Turk? What about Belgium and Holland 
and Switzerland? ‘No, Moosieur l’Abbe,-I 
am sorry to bave to say it, but when you re- 
peat that error I must repeat the same reply.” 

This blow ought to have killed Gallic Chau- 
vinism, but the thing is immortal. A writer 
in this morning’s Figaro, replying to Dumas, 
takes comfort in the thought ef the pure do- 
mestic morality of France. It is so * 
be says, after having traveled into wicke 
foreign countries, to come back to the good 
French fireside, to men who are so honorable 
and to women who are so pure!

Echoes of the Hayden Trial. 
Harttord Cor. New York Herald.]“ 

The Hayden case has found its way into 
the Connecticut Legislature and three or 
four measures are pending which will have 
an important bearing if Hayden is again 
brought to trial. One provides that hence- 
forth the State shall have, in capita! cases, 
both the opening aud the closing arzuments. 
This advantage is now accorded the defease 
in Connecticut practice. Tae counsel for the 
State in the late triul are bef sre the Leyisla- 
ture With abill covering the matter oftheir 
compensation. The judges had some doubt 
whethertbe law authorized them to tax in 
the costs any other compensation tuan the 
regular fee of $25 to whien State attorneys 
are entitled in capital cases. Their 
bill authorizes the judgesto tax a **reasona- 
ble compensation’’ where the trial is of ex- 
traordinary length or a-sistant couasel have 
been employed. It is understood that the 
senior counsel inthe Hayden case, Mr. Wall- 
er, wants $1,000, Judge Harrison about the 
same amount, and Mr. Zacher, junior coun- 
sel, $100 or 5200 less. The judges have held 
two sessions, taxipg the cost of expert wit- 
nesses aud miscellaneous expeuses. Their 
work isfarfrom completed, and meantime 
the figures agreed upon are not made public. 
The experts, it is reported, will be allowed 
considerably less than they claim. An im- 
portant bill has been introduced bearing upon 
the matter of expert testimony. It touches 
the very inception of a case in that it regulates 
the election of grand jurors. Its principal 
provision is that of every grand jury tne court 
may appoint two members, one to be a prac- 
ticing lawyer and the o.hera practicing phy- 
sician. The result of this will be that each 
jury will have upon it at least one man com- 
petent to weigh the evidence from a legal 
stand-point and another to decide whether 
the medical testimony is of any real value. 
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How Bismarck Drinks Brandy.

A prominent officer, who returned from 
Europe recently, tells of an evening he spent 
with Bismarck as follows: 1 thought that 
I had -een hard drinkers, but I found during 
thisevening with Bismarck that the drink- 
ing menI had met were mere tipplers in 
comparison with this great man. Bismarck 
bad invited no guest forthat evening save 
myself. After à few moments spent in 
pleasant chat, Brsmarck called the servant 
and ordered him, tobriagin brandy and 
glasses. The glasses were of the smallest 
size, the same size us the glass we call a pony. 
I saw there was no Water or sugar brought, 
and when Bismarck poured two glasses full 
of the brandy, Isaw it was white, so I con- 
cluded that it was a milder drink 
than the French Cognac and thought if he 
could drink it clear Ll would not be outdone. 
I took asip of it, and neverin my life did I 
experience such a sensation. It wasthe most 
fiery stuff I ever tasted. I gasped and 
strangled alittle, but seeing Bismarck toss 
his off as so much water, I made as little fuss 
as possible. By slow, cireful sips [ managed 
to drink the giassful, but deciined to tuke any 
more. Well, I stayed during the evening— 
probably until 12 or Lo’clock. Bismarck coa- 
tinued tossing off the brandy, one glass after 
another, and when [ left nota drop remained 
in the pint bottle, which had been brought iu 
full at the beginning of the evening. His 
capacity for drinking must be something won- 
derful, for, with the exception of his face get- 
ting very red, no one would have suspected 
that he had been drinking at all. His conver— 
sation Was as clear and his manner as quiet as 
at the beginning of the evening.’’

Arrival at New York of a Party of Forty 
Destitute Immigrunts. 
From the New York Herald, 1Sth.] 


Among the crowd of immigrants in the ro- 


tunaa at Castle Gardemyesterday was a grou 
whose appearance recalled to the ob<erver’s 
mind the old adage that miserv loves com- 
pany. “ Wretchedly clothed, of woe-begone 
uspect, with the marks of suffering. privation 
and bunter in their faces, they huddied 
closely together around astove. Tbey came 
from Hungary, having been driver tnence by 
want. But the gloomy picture they presented 
was not without its touch of sunlight, for 
uround the feet of the women of tue party 
little children laugued and romped, happy iu 
their inuoceut unconsciousness of the pres- 
ence of poverty and suffering. Their 
mothers occasionally smiled sadly as they 
watched their child sn play, probably with a 
feeling of thankfulness that their little oaes 
were so well cared for, for all the children 
were rosy-cheeked and chubby. Tue immi- 
grants were forty in number thirty men, 
tbree women and seven young children. The 
men neariy all wore atizht-fitting sheepskin 
dress peculiartothe Hunga ian peasautry, 
with the wooly surface vex! the body, and 
the outside in some cases Worsed With « cvarse 
soit of embroidery in colors or ornamented 
with smail round brass buttons, sewed close- 
ly together. A conical cap of the same ma- 
terial completed the dress of the men. The 
women were attired less pieturesquely, wear- 
ing dark, close-fitting dresses, made very 
short-waisted, and with litile shawls around 
their heads and shoulders. The men were all 
young, able-bodied and vigorous-looking. Only 
two or three were above the average of their 
class in intellizence. 
DRIVEN FROM HOME. 

The party arrived at Castle Garden on Sat- 
urday last by the steamer Westphalia, from 
Hamburg. There was not one of them who 
had a penny in his pocket, and their luggage 
and personal effects consisted of a bundle, 
whieh each one carried, containing rarely 
more than one change of clothing. They 
were utterly destitute, and dependent entirely 
upon the chariiies of the Emigration Com- 
mission. Thev have had to be fed and lodged 
by the State officers ever since their arrival. 
A reporter, through an interpreter, conversed 
with the more intelligent of the poor voyavers 
yesterday aud learned something of their 
story. They were all friends and neighbors, 
it appears, in the province o di-trict of Sem- 
lin, inthe upper part of Hungary, not far 
from the northern borders and near the city 
of Karshow. The greater number of them 
were small tenant farmers or “gricultural 
laborers, but some Wers land- 
owners in a very small way, 
al d a few were charcoal burners or workers 
in the coal mines of Hungary. The richest 
man in the party said that his property we 
worth altogetber about 300 cuilders, which is 
equivalent to about $117 in American money. 
Tbey had all worked hard and managed to 
make a living for themselves and families un- 
til, in August last, just as the harvest time 
for their few crops was at hand, the terrible 
floods occurred, of which some information 
bas reached this country. The river Donau 
and its tributaries burst their banks and de- 
vastated the viilazes for miles and miles. The 
Donuu does not pass through Semlin, but 
some of its feeders do, and these streams sud- 
denly overflowed and swept away the houses. 
the cattle and all the little possessions of the 
peasuntry, some of whom were drowned in 
the effort to save their property. For three 
montbs the whole valley was flooded, and 
the homeless people were driven to 
the mountain sides. Had not supplies been 
sent the people would have died of starva- 
tion. The supplies, however, were very 
meagre, the government having neglected to 
do anything to reiieve the distress, and the 
sufferings of the poor Hungarians, as de- 
scribed by one of the most inteliigent of the 
emigrants, must equal even that in famme— 
stricken Ireland. All the men in the immi- 
grant party except two are married and have 
families. Only three, hvu wever, could afford 
to bring their families with them. The others 
managed to raise money enough to pay their 
fare 10 Hamburg and thenee to get steerage 
parsage tickets to this country by clubbing to- 
gether. They started from Semlin three 
weeks ago last Sunday, aud left provisions 
enough to keep their families alive for about 
four weeks. 

A TERRIBLE PLIGHT. 

God alone knows what our women and 
children at home will do after the food thut 
we left is gone, said one. We thought to 
have sent them money by this time. The 
government will do nothing for them, and 
they will starve unless we can send them 
money soon. We are all stroug men and good 
workers, and we only ask employment; we 
don’t ask charity. We are poor enough, God 
knows, but we think ourselves happy in being 
able to get to this country. There are many 
more in Hungary who are starving and who 
cannot getaway. There are at least one hun- 
dred and fifty families in Semlin who cannot 
get money enough to escape from the starva- 
tion that threatens them at home. And in the 
South the suilering is even more wide- 
spread.” 

The emigration officials are doing al! that is 
possible to find employment and homes for 
the destitute party. One man and his famiiy 
were provided with work in a tailor shop yes- 
terday, and Superintendent Jackson is now 
negotiatipg with business firms engaged in the 
lumber regions of Pennsylvania to take some 
of the men as wood-choppers.

The Case of Gen. Fitz John Porter—An 
: Ugly Problem. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The division 

f opinion among Democratic Congressmen as 
to the propriety of passing the Fitz John Por- 
ter bill threatens to assume rather serious 
proportions. The refusal of the House 
the other day to take up the bill when it had 
been made a special order for that day is 
severely criticised by Gen. Porter’s friends. 
They say, and truly, that the 
Democrats who voted against 
consideration were actuated by policy 
and not principle, and that this sort of poli- 


cy” is nothing but cowardice. The Demo- 
cratic members who voted against taking up 
the bill make no concealment of the fact that 
they did so because they believed it would 
hurt the pee in the 
coming Presidentia election to re- 
instate Gen. Porter. Their plan is to let the 
matter rest until after the Presidential elec- 
tion. ‘*We all believe the bill is right, and 
will put it through when it can’t hurt us 
politically,’’ said a prominent Democratic 
member, and he voiced the sentiment 
of «all. his party associates who voted 
with him against considering the bill. Many 
leading Democrats of the House are tixed in 
their dete:mination to prevent action upon 
the Lill at this session if they possibly can, but 
they are antagonized by Democratic Senators 
who are equally as determined that the 
measure shal] be pressed for passage. Sena- 
tor Randolph, chairman of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee, is a warm friend of Porter, 
and he intends to bring up the bill for consid- 
eration at the earliest moment practicable. 
He expects to get it before the 
Senate this week and wiil make 
a speech in defense of Porter and in reply to

Committee against the bill. Senator Raudolph 


is confident that a majority will vote with him 
to pass the bill and in that event it will be dif- 
ficult for the House to smother it. A Demo- 
cratic Senator who favors the billl said to me 
to-day: 

“The very men—Democratic Congressmen 
—who forced us into the extra session and 
thereby got us unmercifully whipped all over 
the country are now crying with up-lifted 
hands, ‘Oh, ’twill never do to take up this 
Porter bill. It willruin us in the North.’ 
Now we Northern Democrats would ust 
like to have the privilege, for once, of 
saying what will hurt us or what will help us 
among our own people and in our own States. 
This Porter question, if pressed, will divide 
the Republicans in the North. As a friend of 
Porter I bave been averse to making his mat- 
ter a political question, but as a politician and 
a Democrat I am in favor of that, for 
there is nothing that will help us more. The 
Republiban papers of the Eastern and Middle 
States are all urging Porter’s reinstatement, 
and all the political capital that can be made 
out of the question will be to the advantage of 
the Democrats.“ 

Porter’s friends have had printed a circular 
containing extracts froma large number of 
leading Republican papers in his behalf, and 
it can be proven by Charles A. Dana, who 
was Assistant Secretary of War during the 
war, that the court-martial was organized to 
convict Porter. The evidence taken bythe 
Military Board shows, too, that Zach Chan- 
dler and other prominent Radicals at that 
time wereactive movers in the overthrow 
of Porter. The truth is, that the leading 
Republicans in Congress don’t want 
the case taken up. The 
know that members of their party in bot 
houses will vote to reinstate Porter. Gar- 
tield has been blustering for gonths, and 1s 
secopded by Logan, withthe view of fright- 
eving timid Democrats.

CHATEAUBRIAND. 


His Strange Experience in the Wilds 
of America. 
[Auguste Laugel in International Review. 


He was a child of Brittany. His family is 
one of the oldest of this old province, which 
formed so long a separate country. You will 
find an account of the Chateaubriands in all 
the works on Brittany, and the old Castle of 
Chateaubriand is still in existence. It now 
belongs to the Duc d’ Aumale, having been 
left to him by the last Prince of Conde. The 
father of Chateaubriand was poor and proud. 
He had been in the navy, and was very tacti- 
turn. Fragcois-Rene, son of this Rene of 
Chateaubriand and of Suzanhe de Bedee, was 
born in Saint Malo, September 4, 1768, twenty 
days before Napoleon. * * Chateau- 
briand went to Paris in 1789. He arrived in 
time to witness the taking of the Bastile: ‘*I 
saw this assault against a few invalid soldiers 
and an old governor. If the doors had 
been kept shut, the people would 
never have entered the fortress. 
I saw two or three guns fired—not by the in- 
valids; but by some gardes francais who tad 
gone up the towers.“ The Keys of the Bas- 
tile were sent to the four parts of the world; 
the demolition of the old prison became the 
Parisian amusement.. But what we must 
see in the taking of the Bastile,’’ says Chateau- 
briand, eis not the violent act which marked 
the emancipation, butthe emancipation itself, 
The emigration soon began. The Bretons did 
not reason long; they followed the princes in 
great numbers. Cbateaubriand remained 
some time in Paris. Ile saw the first mas- 
sacres—the heads of Foulon and Berthier at 
the end of pikes. The savage joy of their as- 
sasins made a revulsion in his feelings: 1 
conceived « horror forthese feasts of canni- 
bals; and the cesire to leave France fora 
while began to enter my mind.“ * * 

Society in France in 1789-590 was in a state 
of compicte fermentation. Clubs were opened 
everywhere; all ranks were mixed; the fash- 
ions, the costumes were changing every day. 
Deputies, actresses, soldiers, national guards, 
monks, royalists, patriots, made a sort of per- 

etual carnival. Chateaubriand felt lost in 

aris. He felt a strong desire to go very far 
—to America; but be wanted an object. So 
he set his heart upon discovering the north- 
wesi passage in tbe Polar seas. He asked the 
Marquis de Ia Rouerie, who was known in 
America under the name of Col. Armand, for 
a letter of introduction to Gen. Washington, 
and left Saint Malo in a small ship with some 
French priests who were going to Baltimore. 

Chateaubriand landed at Baltimore, which 
was then asmall Catholic town, not very dif- 
ferent from an old European city. He took 
his place in a stage coach and went to Phila- 
delphia, where he waited a week for General 
Washington, who was away. Asmall house 
was the re-idence of the President. No 
guards, no valets. I knocked at the door; a 
young woman opened it. Iasked her if the 
General was at home; she said he was. I 
said that I had a letter to deliver to him. She 
asked me for my name, which is difficult to 
pronounce in English, and which she ‘could 
notremember. She then said, gently, ‘Walk 
in, sir.’ ’’ Chateaubriand describes Wash- 
ingten as he appearsin all the engravings. 
The President asked him questions about the 
Northwest passage, and expressed some as- 
tonishment that Chateaubriand should en- 
gage in such an expedition. He asked him to 
dinner the next day, spoke of the Frenca 
Revolution, and showed him a key of the Bas- 
tile. which had been sent to him. 

He gives a good account of bis life among 
the Indians. He went out shooting with 
them, slept in their cam paid visits to 
their sachems,. studied their traditions, their 
habits, with that Catholic spirit which had 
sent the French Jesuits all over the new con- 
tinent. He would ask himself why the French 
Government had abandoned its American. 
colonies—that nouvelle France, which 
was extending from Acadia and Canada to 
Louisiana, and which surrounded the thir- 
teen first United States. This gigantic em- 
— died in its embryo, before it was wen

THE CONTEST ABOUT THE CON- 
VENTION. 


Practically, the fight for the next Demo- 
cratic National Convention is reduced to 
the four Western cities—St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and Indianapolis. By com- 
mon consent it is agreed that the convention 
should be held in the West. While the four 
Western cities named are all represented 
at Washington, no Easters city makes even 
an effort except Washington, which, how- 
ever, is entirely out of question. 

St. Louis will most probably secure the 
prize. 

The Tilden programme is to have the 
convention at the same place and same day 
as four years ago and nominate the same 
ticket on almost the same platform under 
an emotional rush of „fraud, fraud’’ to 
the brain, and the excitement which the re- 
vival of the memories of 1877 will pro- 
duce. Mr. Tilden’s influence in the 
National Committee is still . & 
was organized after his nomination 
in his special interest, and no change of 
membership has taken place since then. 
If Mr. Tilden exercises his influence in 
favor of St. Louis the convention will be 
held here without a doubt. 

Though utterly opposed to Mr. Tilden’s 
nomination, we agree with him that the 
convention should be held here in St. 
Louis. But though we agree upon this 
point the reasons and motives are entirely 
different. 

If Mr. Tilden desires the convention to be 
held here itis not because he loves St.Louis 
more, but that he loves other competing 
cities less. If St. Louis secures the honor,as 
she probably will, it will be not so much on 
account of any intrinsic merit as on ac- 
count of a lucky coincidence of circum- 
stances, 

Not only Mr. Tilden, but Mr. Hendricks, 
as well as all possible Eastern candidates, 
look upon Cincinnati as in the interest of 
Thurman. 

Indianapolis on the other hand would be 
opposed by the friends of both Tilden and 
Thurman as too clearly in the interest of 
Hiendricks. 

Chicago is looked upon with distrust al- 
most by everybody. Itis not a Democratic 
city, has no Democratic newspaper, and is 
naturally not as congenial and central to 
the Democratie party as either of the other 
Besides, Thurman, Tilden, Hen- 
dricks, Bayard, Hancock and even 
the friends of Seymour may 
picious of a local David Davis boom if 
the convention should be held there.

FoR years one of the chief features of the 
Capitol in Washington has been a little, old 
Italian fresco painter hanging in a sling at 
the top of the dome, slowly and painfully 
transferring to the interior walls the cartoons 
representing the Spanish and Colonial history 
ofour country. ‘This was Constantino Bru- 
midi. For twenty-five years he labored on 
the decorations of the dome and the Capitol 
committee rooms, after having enriched with 
his brush the Vatican, the grand Cathedral of 
Mexico and the great churches of New 
York City. Brumidi is dead. The man 


whose“ Loggia of Raphael’’ is pointed out to 


visitors at the Vatican as a masterpiece of 
fresco art bas for years traced with his 
numbed fingers on the walls of the Capitol his 
allegorical designs at a salary of six dollars per 
day. This, too, after receiving as high as 
$40,060 for decorating the canopy of the dome 
alone. To-morrow he will be buried at the 
expense of Congress. Long after his decline set 
in, the painter married a young and extrava- 
gant wife. This andthe impositions of false 

riends brought him almost to the verge of 
want. Before dying the old man named Signor 
Castigini as the person whom he would prefer 
to have carry out his unfinished work,but John 
La Farge, the New York artist who decorated 
Trinity Episcopal Church, Boston, will prob- 
ably succeed him. Less than half of Brumi- 
di’s work has been completed, and it will be 
extremely diflicult to find afresco painter in 
the country capable of continuing it in 
the same character of art. The style of the 
work is in light and shade, simulating ‘*basso 
relievo,’’ and from the pavement of the rotun- 
da, at an altitude of ninety-six feet, it is diffi- 
cult to distinguish between the fresco and ac- 
tual sculpture. 


WE have at last come across the true story 
of the Confederate soldier who, at the risk of 
his own life, went upon the field of battle to 
carry water to wounded Federals. Mr. 
Moody referred to this in one of his charity 
sermons recently. The soldier’s name was 
Richard Kirkland, and his performance took 
place at Fredericksburg. He was a sergeant 
in a South Carolina regiment and his heroic 
deed is vouched for by Gen. Kershaw, his 
commander.

He had known Mr. Levy during his sickness. 
During 1877 he had seen him sitting around, 
sometimes beingin bed. He looked like a 
very old man pretty well brokendown. He 
did not know that Levy ever rode out but had 
heard that he did. 

In the fall of 1878 he was injyoung Doctor 
Stevens’ office, on Olive street, and he told 
me that his father’s bill against Mr. Levy 
would be about $1,500 and that his own 
would be about $1,000.

There 
was a fine banquet, after which speeches and 
congratulations were in order. 

Additional cash contributions to the Ex- 
change Irish Relief Fund: St. Louis L 
and Oil Company, $25; Mulford & McKenzie, 
$5; M. M. McKeen, $5; cash from St. Joe 
through the Globe-Democrat, $50. 

The fourth annual convention of the North 
ern Iowa Butter and Cheese Association will 
be beld at the Opera-house, Monticello, 
Jones county, lowa, on Wednesday, Thurs- 


day and Friday, February 25th, 26th and 27th. 


The first shipment of provisions for the 
suffering Irish is now being shipped by the 
Merchants’ Exchange. Twelve carloads of 
flour and meal are going by railte New York 
and thence to 3 — — distribution. The 
Transfer Company are now collecting the 
supplies, and they will de shipped Iimmedlate- 
ly. 

Two new boats, the Eldorado and Granite 
State, each from 800 to1,000 tons capacity 
have been secured for the Huntington or 
Ohio River route to Europe. The Ohio out- 
let to Europe for grain is growing in favor. 
The river trade with Pittsburg is also boom- 
ing. The stern-wheeler Alice 
arrived this morning loaded with 
merchandise to its fullest capacity. 


The much talked of barge line between St. 
Louis and New York, it is said, 
embraces Jay Gould, the railroad and elevator 
interests and Henry Lourey of the New Or- 
leans Transportation Company. It is the in- 
tention of the parties interested to have fifty 
barges built, each of a capacity of 50,000 
bushels, which will thus add 2,500,000 busnels 
to the carrying capacity of water transport be- 
tween here and New Orleans. It 
is reported that twenty-five barges have 
already deen contracted for and 
work has already been commenced en thirteen 
ofthem. The barge line promises soon to be 
afaitaccompli. The grain trade will then 
boom with a vengeance. 


The location of the telegraph counters and 
call board is still the question agitating the 
members ofthe Exchange. The disposition 
made of the matter yesterday by the telegraph 
committee did not suit. Petitions against the 
contemplated change were signed by the pork 
and the grain corners; so meanwhile the loca- 
tion remains in statu quo.

It shows a liberal and apprecia- 
tive spirit on the part of the Exchange.
